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ABSTRACT 



An outsole (1, 3), in particular, for athletic shoes (2) 
can be realized with a significant elastic def ormability in 
the tangential direction so as to also achieve a superior 
shock-absorption when the foot contacts the ground 
obliquely and with a slight propulsive force. According to 
the invention, the sole (1) essentially is only rigid to a 
tangential deformation beyond at least one critical point 
of deformation in the region that is deformed to this 
critical point. This results in a correspondingly increased 
stability for the runner in the respective point of contact 
or load application. The runner is also able to push off 
from the point of load application without any loss in 
distance. A floating effect on the sole is prevented. The 
sole can be affixed, as a whole or in a plurality of parts, 
also detachably to an intermediate sole (4) of the shoe 
(2) .

^beprov&d with a high degree of elastic deformability .n a tan- 
eential direction thereby achieving a good cushioning even when the 
shoe strikes the ground with a slanted and somewhat sliding impact. 
The invention provides that the outsole (1), beyond at least one criti- 
cal deformation in the area deformed thus far, is, however, essentially 
stiff widi regard to tangential deformation. This provides the runner 
with a more sure footing on the respective impact or loading point. 
The runner can push off once again from the loading point also ^wrth- 
out losing ground. A floating effect on the sole is ihus prevented. The 
sole can, as a whole or in several parts, also be detachably fastened to 
a middle sole (4) of the shoe (2).

ErfindungsgemSss ist die Sohle (I) jedoch jenseits 
mindestens einer kritischen Verformung in dem soweil : verfonnten 
Bereich im wesentlichen steif gegenliber tangentialer Verformung. 
Hierdurch wird fllr den Laufer ein sicherer Stand auf dem jeweiligen 
Auftritts- bzw. Belastungspunkt erreichL Der LSufer kann sjch von 
dem Belastungspunkt auch ohne Wegverlust wieder abstossen. Em 
Schwimmeffekt aof der Sohle wird vermieden. Die Sohle kann, ate 
Ganzes oder in mehreren Teilen, auch l&sbar an einer Zwischensohle 
(4) des Schuhs (2) befesu'gt sein. 
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
